Reverting to the Old Forms of Abso­ 
lutism, Turkish Cabinet, After Long 
Planning ard Seizing the Opportu­ 
nity Presented by the War, Has Ef­ 
fected a Change cf Government Over 
Night Without Protest From People. 


Vienna. S o y . 29.—The peace pour­ 
parlers now proceeding at Tchatald.a 
between the commissioners of the al­ 
lies and the Turkish plenipotentiaries 
are not promising. 
The proposals on 
both sides are irrcconciliable. 
The 
Bulgarians are preparing for the re­ 
sumption of hostilities by summoning 
next year’s r e c r u it and the Servian 
auxiliaries, who are already march­ 
ing to the front.

Constantinople, Nov. 29.—A resolu­ 
tion has been passed by the cabinet de­ 
claring that “inasmuch as four years’ 
test has proved that constitutional 
government is neither suitable nor ef­ 
fective in the case cf the Ottoman em­ 
pire, the government, in the highest 
interests of the empire, has decided on 
the abrogation of the constitution.’' 
A state council containing a num­ 
ber of Christian members will be in­ 
vested with a portion of the legisla­ 
tive powers of parliament. 
The gov­ 
ernment. however, will not be respon­ 
sible to the state council. 
The an­ 
nouncement of an imperial iratie en­ 
forcing this resolution evidently was 
the result of long, careful planning. 
Everything indicated that the abso­ 
lutists had bee a awaiting their cpuor- 


tunlty for months. 
The war with the 
Balkan allies furnished this opportu­ 
nity. 
The Young Turks were wonderfully 
clever as conspirators, 
but none of 
them had administrative ability. 
In­ 
stead of devoting them selves to the 
business of real reform when they 
gained control of the government, they 
played politics. 
They were theorists 
and each had a different theory of 
government which he insisted on try­ 
ing. 
The result was complete disor­ 
ganization of the governmental ma­ 
chinery. The w ar revealed the almost 
unbelievable thoroughness with which 
they had wrecked one of the finest mil­ 
itary stablishments in the world. prov­ 
ing to everyone their incompetency. 


Sultan a Mere Puppet. 
Even those who originally favored 
constitutional government could not 
but admit today that any change from 
Young Turkish rule would be an im­ 
provement. 
For the present, at any 
rate, it seemed unlikely that the lat­ 
est revolution would meet with the 
least opposition.

Not Since the Gary Bribery Cases De­ 
veloped Had Former City Clerk of 
That Town Enjoyed a Real Rest 
From Terror Until He Passed the 


Grim Portals of the State Prison to 


Enter Upon His Sentence. 


Michigan City, Ind., Nov. 29.—Harry 
Moose, 
the 
former 
city 
clerk 
of 
Gary, haunted by fear till the big 
iron doors of the state prison clanged 
behind him, is now enjoying the first 
real rest from terror he has had since 
the Gary bribery cases 
developed. 
When 
the leaders 
involved in 
the 
bribery charges paid Moose to leave 
the state they also "shadowed” him. 
according to his statement. 
He was 
never free from espionage, and finally 
the constant watching of his move 
ments “got on his nerves” and he be­ 
gan to fear every shadow. It was this 
fear and alleged threats on his life 
that led him to return and surrender. 
Moose first sought the protection of 
Thomas B. Dean, the only man he 
knew who was not afraid of the Gary 
crowd. Accompanied by Dean he went 
to Crown Point. 
Even there he was 
afraid that someone would shoot him 
from the shadows. 
Ile told Sheriff 
Tom Grant that he wished to he put 
in a cen. Grant informed him that he 
did not have the necessary commit­ 
m ent papers, 
lie then pleaded for 
protection. 
Grant finally gave him a 
cell in the hospital ward. 
And after his pica of guilty Moose 
feared the trip to Michigan City. 
He 
said he would never ride through the 
streets of Gary. 
He believed that 
someone would take a pot shot at him. 
Sheriff Grant finally suggested they go 
in an automobile. 
Moose approved of 
the plan and the trip was made. 
It 
was a cold day for so long a ride, but 
Moose did not care. 
Finally the pris­ 
on was reached. 
Then for the first 
time Moose smiled. 
He was swallow­ 
ed up by those grim walls, but a load 
was lifted from his mind. 
At last he 
was safe. 
He walked with a springy 
step, ilia head erect, just as it used to 
he when he was city clerk of Gary 
and one of the leading citizens. 
Moose is probably the only man who 
ever entered the Michigan City prison 
with a light heart, the terror of the 
threats made against him having van­ 
ished. 
Moose was sentenced to from 
six months to five years in prison. 
He is hoping that it will be five years 
instead of six months.

Intel esting Possibilities an Outcome 
of Recent Experiments. 
Despite the abundance 
of dieti­ 
tians, 
amateur and 
professional, 
there is still room for a considerable 
increase of our knowledge regarding 
assimilation and nutrition. 
This is 
well illustrated in some recent exper­ 
iments by F. G. Hopkins of the Cam­ 
bridge 
physiological 
laboratory in 
England, the New York Evening Post 
remarks. Dr. Hopkins found that tile 
addition of comparatively insignifi­ 
cant amounts of certain substances 
to lii^j rations made all the difference 
between success ami failure. 
He wa- 
feeding rats on a carefully measure* 
and purified ration, upon which they 
should, theoretically, have thriven. 
But they refused to grow. 
However, 
then he added to the ration 4 per cenl; 
of milk they begaa to climb almost 
like the famous beanstalk. 
The actual food value ot the small 
milk addition could not be considered 
an explanation. 
The first and ob­ 
vious conclusion seems to be that the 
milk acted as what is called a cat­ 
alyzer 
that is. it.- mere presence had 
the power of promoting the absorp­ 
tion and assimilation of other food, 
It was proved that a small quantity 
of milk added to the diet reduced the 
quantity «T the latter limed alone) 
nece.-sary to produce a given increa-.* 
of weight by 50 jier cent. 
It appears that other experiment­ 
ers have 
obtained somewhat 
ana­ 
logous results by the use of extracts 


of yea-L 
It is obvious enough that 
if these experiment- mean what they 
seam to mean. viz.. that certain sub­ 
stance- within our reach have Un­ 
remarkable power of greatly increas­ 
ing the nutritive value of foods, very 
important results in the sciences o f 
human and animal feeding may he 
expected to follow them.

Newport. Ky., Nov. 29.—Congress­ 
man Caleb Powers of the Eleventh 
Kentucky district was married to Miss 
Anna Dorothy Kaufman at the home 
of the bride in this city. 
Mr. Powers 
is forty-six years old and his bride is 
twenty-si . County Judge Hawkins of­ 
ficiated. 
Vt the conclusion of the cer­ 
emony the couple departed for Wash 
ington. 
The marriage came as the culmina­ 
tion of a romance that started seven 
years ago, when Powers, at the ordir 
of the United States court, was brought 
to Newport and incarcerated in the 
Newport jail. charged with being an 
accomplice in the murder of Governor 
William Goebel. 
The windows of the cage in which 
he was kept a prisoner overlooked the 
windows of Miss Kaufman’s home, 
and one of the first frieudly faces thai 
he saw was the pretty one of Miss 
Kaufman. 
The latter became inter­ 
ested in the famous political prisoner, 
the interest became mutual, and it was 
not long before flowers were sent 
across the street to Powers's cell.

Dressed 
Fowls Can Be 


Shipped From the Farm, 


Commission Decides. 


In common with ah1 postofliees of 


the United States the Rushville post- 
office will sta'rt .the-. parcels post sys- 
tem the first of next January. 


The parcels post commission has 


just decided that meats, eggs and 
dressed fowls will be carried through 
the mails from the farm to the city 
consumer under the Lewis "farm pro- 
ducts" provision of the parcels post 
bill. 


The scheme is 'one which, it is 


said, will go a long ways toward 
breaking down the high price of eggs 
in the city. The poultry man on the 
farm, it is pointed out, can adver- 
tise in the city newspapers for cus- 
tomers for about a dozen eggs once 
or twice a week, delivery by parcels 
post. 
At the present time the price 


of eggs in the cities is nearly three 
times greater than it is in the coun- 
try. 
The same schemes regarding 


dressed fowls can be worked, by 
which .the city consumer -Can .be, 
delivered at his door 
a 
dressed 


chicken 
at 
a little 
over 
half 


what it costs retail 
in the 
city. 


The' city butcher, on the other hand, 
with the meat crate that has been 
provided for him. can send to the ur- 
ban resident or farmer every morning 
a roast or steak. 


Manufacturers have submitted 
to 


the commission a. scheme for light- 
weight corrugated paper 
boxes in. 


which these articles can be packed 
for transportation without fear of 
damage. The egg crate is made of 
strong corrugated pasteboard. 
It 


has square partitions for each egg, 
and the scheme is one which the pos- 
tal experts declare will enable 
the 


poultry men in the country to ship 
eggs io any part of the United States 
Boxes have also been made for meats 
and dressed, fowls. 
"With the establishment of these 
facilities the postal experts declare it 
now remains with the city merchants 
and the poultry man and trucker in 
the country to extend their trade 
through the medium of the parcels 
post. 


The parcels .post commission has 


also worked out the insurance regu- 
lation by which valuable 
packages 


sent by city merchants to their urban 
trade can be indemnified in ease of 
loss. This raenns that the insurance 


provision of the law will be put into

lutism, Turkish Cabinet, After Long 
Planning and Seizing the Opportu- 
nity Presented by the War, Has Ef- 
fected a Change of Government Over 
Night Without Protest From People. 


Vienna, Nov. 29.—The peace pour- 


parlers now proceeding at Tchataldja 
between the commissioners of the al- 
lies and the Turkish plenipotentiaries 
are not promising. The proposals on 
both sides are irreconciliable. 
The 


Bulgarians are preparing for the re- 
sumption of hostilities by summoning 
next year's recruits and the Servian 
auxiliaries, who are already march- 
Ing to the front. 


Constantinople, Nov. 29.—A resolu- 


tion has been passed by the cabinet de- 
claring that "inasmuch as four years' 
test has proved that constitutional 
government is neither suitable nor ef- 
fective in the case of the Ottoman em- 
pire, the government, in .the highest 
interests of the empire, has decided on 
the abrogation of the constitution." 


A state council containing a num- 


ber of Christian members will be in- 
vested with a portion of the legisla- 
tive powers of parliament. The gov- 
ernment, however, will not be respon- 
sible to the state council. The an- 
nouncement of an imperial irade en- 
forcing this resolution evidently was 
the result of long, careful planning. 
Everything indicated that the abso- 
lutists had been, awaitins their ounor- 


tunlty for months. The war with the 
Balkan allies furnished this opportu- 
nity. 


The Young Turks were wonderfully 


clever as conspirators, but none of 
them had administrative ability. In- 
stead of devoting themselves to the 
business of real reform when they 
gained control of the government, they 
played politics. They were theorists 
and each had a different theory of 
government -which he insisted on try- 
ing. The result was complete disor- 
ganization of the governmental ma- 
chinery. The war revealed the almost 
unbelievable thoroughness with which 
they had wrecked one of the finest mil- 
itary stablishments in the world, prov- 
ing to everyone their incompetency. 


Sultan a Mere Puppet. 


Even those who originally favored 


' constitutional government could' not 
but admit today that any change from 


, Young Turkish rule would be an im- 
. provement. For the present, at any 


I rate, It seemed unlikely that the lat- 
est revolution would meet with the 
least opposition. 


i 
That the change will mean anything 


to the present sultan was regarded as 
very unlikely. He has been ever since 
his elevation to the throne a mere 
puppet in the hands of whatever group 
was in control of the government, and 
will probably serve the absolutists as 
satisfactorily as he did the constitu- 
tionalists when they were in power. 
| 
Preparations for the step had been 


made very carefully. 
For days past 


the authorities have been quietly gath- 
ering in the Young Turkish lenders 
and transferring them to places of con- 
finement on the Asiatic side of the 
Bospliorus. Constitutionalists in high 
army posts have been gradually weed- 
ed out. and men who were known to 
believe popular government poorly 
adapted to Turkish requirements put 
in their places. Nazim Pasha, minis- 
ter of war and active commander of 
the army, has always 
opposed the 


Young Turks. Enver Hey. the ablest 
man in the Young Tnrl-ish organiza- 
tion, has been in Tripoli since soon 
after the outbreak of the war with 
Italy.

Bravey of Anderson, deputy state 
game warden, while in Newcastle. He 
itated that he never in his recollec- 
ion knew of such a small number 
of quail and rabbits. 


"The scarcity of the birds is due 


o the extreme cold of last winter," 
said Mr. Bravey. "The quail froze 
ind starved by the thousands and 
consequently the stock of birds was 
greatly reduced and a parent stock 
was not on hand last 
summer 
to 


cause the feathered 
population 
to 


multiply. 


"Quails as a rule are liary pro- 


vided tliey can get feed. With suffi- 
cient food they will be able to with- 
stand the greatest cold. Many far- 
mers are feeding the birds during the 
winter months and it is a great help 
to them. If every farmer would d 
that the number would soon greatly 
increase. The 
cold weather kills 


more quail each year than the hunt- 
ers and as the birds arc a great help 
to the farmers by their destruction 
of insects the feeding in winter 
should be more broadcast. 


I beileve that there is more quail 


in Jay county than any other county 
in eastern Indiana. The 
farmers

Not Since the Gary Bribery Cases De- 


veloped Had Former City Clerk of 
That Town Enjoyed a Real Rest 
From Terror Until He Passed the 
Grim Portals of the State Prison to 
Enter Upon His Sentence. 


Michigan City, Ind., Nov. 29.—Harry 


Moose, the 
former city clerk of 


Gary, haunted by fear till the big 
iron doors of the state prison clanged 
behind him, is now enjoying the first 
real rest from terror he has had since 
the Gary bribery cases developed. 
When the leaders involved in the 
bribery charges paid Moose to leave 
the state they also "shadowed" him. 
according to his statement. He was 
never free" from espionage, and finally 
the constant watching of his move- 
ments "got on his nerves" and he be- 
gan to fear every shadow. It was this 
fear and alleged threats on his life 
that led him to return and surrender 


Moose first sought the protection of 


Thomas B. Dea,n, the only man he 
knew who was not afraid of the Garv 
crowd. Accompanied by Dean he went 
to Crown Point. Even there he was 
afraid that someone would shoot him 
from the shadows. He told Sherif: 
Tom Grant that he wished to be pu 
in a cell. Grant informed him that he 
did not have the necessary commit 
ment papers. He then pleaded for 
protection. Grant finally gave him a 
cell in the hospital ward. 


And after his plea of guilty lloose 


feared the trip to Michigan City. He 
said he would never ride through the 
streets of Gary. He believed tha 
someone would take a pot shot at him. 
Sheriff Grant finally suggested they go 
in an automobile. Moose approved of 
the plan and the trip was made. It 
was a cold day for so long a ride, but 
Moose did not care. Finally the pris- 
on was reached. Then for the first 
time Moose smiled. He was swallow- 
ed up by those grim walls, but a load 
was lifted from his mind. At last he 
was safe. He walked with a springy 
step, his head erect, just as it used to 
be when he was city clerk of Gary 
and one of the leading citizens. 


Moose is probably the only man who 


ever entered the Michigan City prison 
with a light heart, the terror of the 
threats made against him having van- 
ished. Moose was sentenced to from 
six months to five years in prison. 
He is hoping that it will be five years 
Instead of six months.

MERCHANT TESTIFIES 


Detailed Account of a Dynamiting 


"Job" at Cleveland. 


Indianapolis. Nov. 29. — Edward 


Kohl, general merchant of North Man- 
del, O.. a suburb of Cleveland, gave 
the jury in the dynamiting cases a 
detailed account of the destruction of 
the bridge that spanned the Erie rail- 
road at that place and pointed out 
George Anderson, business agent of 
the Cleveland local, as the man whom 
he met coming away from the scene 
of the explosion. Kohl was standing 
in the rear of his store when the ex- 
plosion occurred and h.e grabbed his 
revolver and a lantern and started 
toward the bridge. 
When near the 


bridge he met Anderson and threw the 
light of the lantern on his face, rec- 
ognizing him, and this recognition was 
confirmed in the courtroom when he 
pointed Anderson.out. 


Daniel Gallagher, a former reporter 


on the Springfield ( Mass.) Union, tes- 
tified that in April, 1911, after the dy- 
namiting attack on the clock tower at 
the municipal group of buildings in 
Springfield, Frank J. Higgins, New 
England organizer for the Internation- 
al Association of Iron Workers, told 
him that it had cost $300,000 to do the 
job; that the man who had done ii 
had gone to Albany from Springfield 
and that he (Higgins) had gone to 
Hartford, Conn., in order to have an 
alibi for the date of the explosion. 


Ortle HcManigal had testified to his 


attack on the big tower and to leaving 
f«r Albany.

Interesting Possibilities an Outcome 


of Recent Experiments. 


Despite the abundance ' of dieti- 


tians, 
amateur and 
professional, 


there is still room for a considerable 
increase of our knowledge regarding 
assimilation and nutrition.

well illustrated in some recent exper- 
iments by F. G. Hopkins of the Cam- 
bridge physiological laboratory in 
England, the New York Evening Post 
remarks. Dr. Hopkins found that the 
addition o£ comparatively insignifi- 
cant amounts of certain substances 
to hi^j rations made all the difference 
between success and failure. He wa: 
feeding rats on a carefully measure* 
and purified ration, upon which thej 
should, theoretically, have thriven 
But they refused to grow. However 
Then he added to the ration 4 per cenl 
of milk they legal to elirah almosl 
like the famous beanstalk. 


The actual food value of the small 


milk addition conld mot be eonsideret 
an explanation. 
The first and ob- 


vious conclusion seems to,be that the 
milk acted as what is called a cat- 
alyzer—that is. its mere presence hat 
the power of promoting; the absorp- 
tion and assimilation of other food 
It was proved that a small quantity 
of milk added to the diet'reduced the 
quantity of the latter fused alone) 
necessary to produce a given mcrea? 
of weight by ,~>0 per cent. 


It appears that other experiment- 


ers have 
obtained somewhat 
ana- 


logous results by the use of extracts 
of yeast. It is obvious enough that 
i£ these experiments mean what they 
seam to mean. vi>:.. that certain sub- 
stances within our reach have the 
remarkable power of greatly increas- 
ing (lie nutritive value of foods, very 
important results in the sciences of 
human and animal feeding may ho 
expected to follow them. If, for ox- 
ample liy (he addition of a relatively 
insignificant amount of some cheap 
catalyzer the farmer can fatten his 
stock on half the grain ordinarily 
required, the steadily advancing c<»( 
of living will receive a notable check.

ENDED IN MARRIAGE 


Culmination of Romance That Began 


in Newport Jail. 


Newport, Ky., Nov. 29.—Congress- 


man Caleb Powers of the Eleventh 
Kentucky district was married to Miss 
Anna Dorothy Kaufman at the home 
of the bride in this city. Mr. Powers 
is forty-six years old and his bride I* 
twenty-si::. County Judge Hawkins of- 
ficiated. At the conclusion of the cer- 
emony the couple departed for Wash- 
ington. 


The marriage came as the culmina- 


tion of a romance that started seven 
years ago, when Powers, at the ordir 
of the United States court, was brought 
to Newport and incarcerated In the 
Newport jail, charged with being an 
accomplice in the murder of Governor 
William Goebel. 


The windows of the cage in which 


he was kept a prisoner overlooked the 
windows of Miss Kaufmam's home, 
and one of the first friendly faces thai 
he saw was the pretty one of Miss 
Kaufman. 
The latter became Inter- 


ested in the famous political prisoner, 
the interest became mutual, and it was 
not Ions before flowers were sent 
across the street to Powers's cell. 


It was not long until they met, and 


Miss Kaufman did much to cheer the 
long, weary hours that Powers spent 
at the Newport jail before he was re- 
turned to Georgetown for trial. Then 
Miss Kaufman made visits to George- 
town. 


During this time Powers was twice 


sentenced to death and once received 
a life sentence. Then came the pardon 
extended to Powers by Governor Will- 
son. 


When Powers was elected to con- 


gress he made Miss Kaufman his pri- 
vate secretary. 
During bis lo»g fight 


for freedom the Kaufman family was 
one of Powers's strong financial sup- 
porters.
